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INDIANS HONOR 
TWO WHITES IN 
TRIBAL CEREMONY 


Last Wednesday was “Gala Day” 
for the Blackfoot Indians when G. 
H. Gooderham and staff attended at 
the Sun Danes and paid the Indians 
their treaty money. 

From information given 
officials the health of the tribe is 
very good and it was very gratifying 
to know that there is an increase of 
nineteen members over last year 
when treaty was paid. 


The “Sun Dance camp looked very 
picturesque from the top of the hill. 
The teepees ‘were pitched in the form 
of a rectangle and with the sun shin- 
ing, the various colors of the tents 
the buckskin and the beads of the 
Indians, and thi; colored head-diress 
with the blankets of the squaws pre- 
sented a very pretty sight. During 
the afternoon M. Christianson, _ in- 
spector of ndian agencies fo; the pro- 
vince of Alberta attended the paying 
of treaty. 

After the payment was finished 
the Indians proceeded to invest Mr. 
Gooderham, Indian agent, and Lieut.- 
Colonel A. G. B, Lewis, clerk, into 
to “Braves” and the “‘Brave Dogs” 
societies This interesting cere- 
mony: wes conducted in the Sun Dance 
Lodge and from a spectators point 
of view appeared very solemn. 

The two initiates were first taken 
to teepees and dressed in full Indian 
regalia from feather head-dress to 
moccassins and then amid a number 
of Indians in full dress, were conduct- 
ed to the Sun Dance Lodge. Teddy 
Fly, who acted as official interpreter, 
explained to the assembled spectators 
that the Indians had decided to in- 
itiate Mr. Gooderham: into their so- 
eiéty known as the Braves and Colone! 
Lewis in the Brave D‘ogs. Thes 
societies were founded many years 
ago, long before the (white, man 
came, and were still carried on as 
part of the Blackfoot tradition, He 
Was careful to explain that this wa: 
the first time that a whit: man had 
evér been taken into their societie. 
and it was not to be confused with 


the making of chiefs and blood 
brothers as practiced by othe: 
tribes, Both these men had geec 


wat records and on that account were 
eligible to become members of these 
societies and having been connected 
with them: in an official capacity for 
fourteen years the Indians had de- 
cided to honor them in this manner, 
No one had asked the Indians to do 
this, the act coming spontaneously 
frém the Indians themselves. 

The initiates were then led around 
the Lodge by two of the oldest In- 
dians present to the accompaniment 
of jaeird chanting, and playing or 
tom toms while thir excellence was 
extolled in the Blackfoot tongue. The 
initiation dance then took place to the 
accompaniment of shots fired from a 
rifle, 

Mr. Christianson and the initiates 
were then presented with small tok- 
ens. Mr. Gooderham being presented 
with a beautiful feather head-dress 
by Chief Paul Little Walker which 
eoneluded the ceremony. 

“Mr, Christainson in a few brief re- 
marks to the Indians informed them 
that he was glad to know that 
the employees of the Department 
were doing what was right and in 
eonferring the highest honor on these 
two men, that it was possible for them 
to bestow, he knew that their 
work awong them was satisfactory. 
Both Mr. Gooderham and Colonel 
Lewis thanked the Indians for the 
honor of being: admitted to these so- 
cieties and assured the indians that 
they appreciated it very much,

His- 
tory records beautiful, walled-in gar- 
dens as existing in Egypt nearly 5,000 
years ago. These were oasis of shade 
in the sun-baked land, Many such gar- 
dens have been represented in wall 
paintings in Egyptian temples, show- 
ing symmetrical arrangements of 
paths, alleys of palms, pools, build 
ings and pergolas. In those days gai 
Jens were strictly formal, undisci- 
plined nature being looked upon wilt» 
suspicion. As far back as 600 B.C, 
King Nebuchadnezzar had built his; 
“hanging gardens” where tropical 
slants graw on the pillared terraces 
watered by sparkling fountains. 

Persian gardens contributed much 
cowards the achievement of the gar- 
den of today. ‘Their influence was felt 
.n Europe in the early days across the 
Aegean Sea; and later, in the 2ighth 
sentury, coming through Africa di 
rectly into Spain with the Moors, 
3ardis in Lydia, Asia Minor, was fam- 
ed for its beautiful garden known by 
the Greeks as the Paradise of Sardis. 
Xenophon speaks admiringly of its 
great trees and the regularity of their 
planting, ‘The Academy near Athens, 
where Plato taught, is described as a 
beautiful grove, full of statues, and 
temples and stately trees. 

Rome had her many gardens which 
in the earlier days of its history 
were orderly and kindly gardens in 
keeping with the Republic and were 
fashioned to shelter fruits and vege- 
tables. Under the Empire, however, 
they became more elaborate, and, 
about the time Pompeii was destroy- 
ed, Roman gardens resembled Renais- 
sance gardens of Italy or France with 
clipped boxes, porticoes, alcoves and 
dazzling fountains, However, a little 
space was left sometimes for ‘an 
imitation of the negligent beauties of 
rural nature,’ 

The very name garden meant orig- 
inally a yard or enclosure conveying 
the idea of privacy, The mediveal 
monks of Europe cultivated their 
small walled-in plots, luxuriant with 
flowers, herbs and vegetables, These 
gardeners were in touch with many 
countries and so were able to intwo- 
duce “outlandish plants and trees of 
curiosity,” as foreign trees were vari- 
ously called; fruit trees and ornamen- 
tal ones, too, for the monastery gar- 
dens were good places to rest in as 
well as to work. Many flowers such 
as tulips, hyacinths and lilacs, that 
today are familiar sights in all gar- 
dens were at one time rare novelties 
brough back from the East by cru- 
saders and scholars. 

As times became more tranquil, the 


protective stone walls were not nec- 
essary, and gardens expanded into 
lawns and terraces with ample room 
for labrinths, menageries, avaries, 
statues and fountains. Hedges |were 
(lipped to represent every sort of 
creature. Flowers were grown in pro- 
fusion, At Fontainebleau the scent of 
fifty thousand square feet of blos- 
soms was in summer wafted through 
the grounds, and the air at Versailles 
was heavy with hayacinth, nareissus,

LIFE LARGE AND SMALL

the size of living things were recently 
made by a noted scientist Many of 
che facts which he relates ove not 
only interesting, but surprising. When 
we speak of living thiings, in the 
broad sinse, ;we must include the 
vegetable kingdom, so the largest 
living things are to be found among 
the big trees of California, These, 
incidently, are also the oldest with 
an age around 5,000 years, 

These trees, some weighting nearly 
1,000 tons, are masive indeed when 
compared (with the largest animal, 
the whale, whose weight seldom 
reaches more than 100 tons. Yet a 
large elephant could maneuver com- 
fortably inside a whale’s skin, 

Most wonderful is what we find 
among the smaller orders of life. 
We can see a flea, though with dif- 
ficulty catch him, yet 80,000 (would 
weigh) scarcely one ounce Some of 
the insects which are hardly visible 
to the naked eye are fitted out *vith 
‘compound eyes a nice nervous sy- 
stem three pairs of jaws and three 
pairs of legs veined wings and 
striped mujcles,”’ Tiny birds weigh- 
ing only 10 grams or about as much 
as ten large ants fly thousands of 
miles during their migrations. And 
ants by the way are among the 
strongest living thingj; in proportion 
to their size. 

Man is about half way in the scale 
between large and small mammals 
and when grown he contains about 
a hundred million million cells, 
requires all his brain as well as_ his 
strength to cope with the great an- 
imals ‘on one side and the _ insects 
on the other, And then there are the 
microbes to worry about.

Britain Installing Rapid Fire Gun In 
Fighting ’Planes 


A big gun era begins in aerial 
warfare. <A 37-millimeter, rapid fire, 
automatic gun is being installed in 
some of the larger fighting planes of 
Great Britain and promises to have 
a “tremendous advantage” over an 
opponent carrying only the ordinary 
machine guns. 

The heavy gun shoots more slowly, 
sending out its messengers of death 
at the rate of only five in four min- 
utes.

Synthetic Rubber 


Automobile Tires Now Made In U.S. 
From New Sibstitute 


The first American synthetic rub- 
ber automobile tires which look like 
real rubber and wear fully as well, 
were announced recently, 

They were described as a potential 
checkmate against excessive rubber 
prices and a guarantee of American 
rubber independence in war-time, The 
synthetic rubber now costs about 
$1 @ pound, against 15 cents for 
foreign real rubber, which has rang- 
ed from five cents to more than a 
dollar. 

The announcement was made 
jointly by the Dupont Company, 
makers of the synthetic rubber, and 
the Dayton Rubber Manufacturing 
Company, of Dayton, Ohio, making 
the tires. 

The synthetic rubber is made of 
acetylene, salt and water. The 
acetylene comes from coal and lime- 
stone, so that all the ingredients are 
home products.

The change which Christianity 
worked in the conditions of millions 
of women, and the part which Chris- 
tian women took in working these re- 
forms was the theme of an address 
at Highclere, South Africa, by Dr. J. 
R. Mott, president of the World Mis- 
sionary Council, at a meeting of 
women workers of all Christian de- 
nominations. 

The effect of Christian missions 
upon the lives of women would be 
sufficient evidence, he said, to con- 
vince him of the worth of foreign 
missions. An additional argument 
lay in the devotion and the achieve- 
ments of Christian women in the 
missions. 

To thousands of women in heathen 
lands the relief brought by the medi- 
cal missions, the establishment of 
hospitals, and the creation of nurs- 
ing services had been immense, Wo- 
ben took the lead and did the greater 
part of the work in this field of ser- 
vice, It might be said that Christian 
missions had created the medical 
profession throughout Asia.

Use Of Radium 


Shepley Deals With Advance 

Made In Use Of This Medium 
In Recent Years 

‘It is definitely recognized to-day 
that the scope of radiotherapeutic at- 
tack has so widened that it now em- 
braces a very large per centage of 
the total cancer field,” Dr. Earle E. 
Shepley, radiotherapist for the Sas- 
katchewan cancer commission, of 
Saskatoon, told delegates to the 
Canadian Medical Association at Cal- 
gary. His paper dealt with the ad- 
vances made in the use of radium 
as a theapeutic agent since its dis- 
covery in 1910. 

“Because of late recognition,” Dr. 
Shepley said, “a large per centage of 
cases of cancer cannot be considered 
from the viewpoint of curative at- 
tack, In those that have been given 
curative treatment procedures, pos- 
sibly not more than one-third are 
cured, From these groups, a large 
number require palliative radiother- 
apy.” This is a matter of importance 
because such procedure reduces suf- 
fering even if not effecting a cure, 
Dr. Shepley explained. 


Will Regulate Tariffs 


Dr. Shotwell Explains Powers Given 
To Roosevelt 


Economic problems, including tariff 
questions, would be more smoothly 
adjusted between Canada and the 
United States as a result of the 
powers to regufate tariffs given to 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, Dr. 
James T. Shotwell, former Canadian 
representative of the United States 
at the peace conference in 1918 and 
at present professor of history at 
Columbia University, New York city, 
told the Ottawa Canadian Club. 
Formerly these powers were the 
prerogative of the United States con- 
gress. 

Tariffs, under executive decree, 
would operate without the intrusion 
of political prejudices formerly seen, 
Dr. Shotwell said, His audience in- 
cluded Prime Minister R, B. Bennett, 
Sir Robert Borden, wartime premier 
and Rt. Hon, Mackenzie King,

Rev. Elbert M. Moffatt, central 
treasurer of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in India, was a sadly troubled 
man when he arrived from Europe on 
the liner American Trader, with a 45

The automatic became a source of 
trouble to Mr. Moffatt before he left 
Bombay.

Population Of India 


Showed [Increase Of Thirty-Four 
Million In Ten Years 


Dr. J. H. Hutton, CLE., LCS. 
chief commissioner for the census of 
1931, in his census report wrote that 
for long China was considered: to 
hold the greatest aggregate of -hu- 
man beings in the world more or-less 
under the same administration,’ but 
India’s population now even exceeds 
the latest estimate of the population 
of China. The difference between 
the kind of government China has 
had during the present century and 
the kind of government that India 
has had could not be better illustrat- 
ed. The census of 1931 gave India a 
population of 353 millions or ‘an in- 
crease since 1921 of just under 34 
milions, The increase in the ten 
years from 1921 to 1931 is alone al- 
most equal to the total population of 
France or Italy and much greater 
than that of important European 
powers like Poland and Spain. If 
there was an increase of 34 millions 
between 1921 and 1931, a similar or 
even greater increase between 1931 
and 1941, bringing India’s population 
almost up to the 400 million mark 
which is envisaged by Sir . John 
Megaw, cannot be dismissed as im- 
possible.—Calcutta Statesmen,

Roofs of 8,536 leaked badly and 
4,408 were beyond repair. 

Chimneys of 6,739 were classified

Floors of 11,397 were termed little 
better than the bare earth. 

Residents of the houses not 
equipped with running water carry 
water from open wells and springs 
for distances ranging from 200 feet 
upward, the investigators found, 
Some were obtaining their drinking 
water from ‘creeks and rivers. 

The report concluded: 

“Too often the door must be left 
open for light, no matter what the 
weather, because 9,678 houses had 
windows needing repair and 4,202 
either were without windows or had 
been boarded up. 

In these times of enlightenment 
and public health education, it would 


|seem to the general public that win- 


dow and door screens were standard 
equipment for every house. Yet the 
survey revealed 16,408 were without 
screens and 2,445 had screens in need 
of repair.” 


What Canadians Eat 


Estimated Consumption Of Meats, 
Butter, Poultry, Cheese And Eggs 


There is nothing wrong with Cana- 
dian appetites, according to a bulle- 
tin issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics giving the estimated 
consumption of meats, poultry, but- 
ter, cheese and eggs in Canada, Fig- 
ured on a per capita basis every per- 
son in Canada during 1933 ate 139.99 
pounds of meat, 10.68 pounds of poul- 
try, 30.4 pounds of butter, 3.30 
pounds of cheese, and 21.45 dozen 
eges. Pork, although generally 
more expensive, was the most popu- 
lar meat and the consumption per 
capita was 74,58 pounds. The per 
capita consumption of beef was 56.09 
pounds and of mutton and lamb 6.32 
pounds, 

The estimated consumption of 
meats in Canada during the year was 
1,463,219,940 pounds; of poultry, 114,- 
144,900 pounds; butter, 820,821,718 
pounds; cheese, 35,255,660 pounds, 
and 229,146,612 dozen eggs were con- 
sumed.

China’s Adverse Trade 


Great Outcry Is Made Against Use 
Of Imported Goods 


In view of the fact China’s ad- 
verse balance of trade this year pro- 


mises to run to at least $700,000,000, | 
there is a great outcry in the coun-} 


try against use of imported articles 
of all kinds. 

It is admitted foreign goods and 
foreign cotton must be imported as 


necessities, but other foreign-made | 


things, from automobiles to chewing 
gum, are now being denounced as 
“useless luxuries’’ by the Chinese 
language press. Incidentally, China 
imported $2,000,000 worth of chew- 
ing gum last year, and the patriotic 
newspapers say most of it was con- 
sumed “by young Chinese women 
who are dance-mad.” 

Joining the present campaign 
against use of foreign-made goods, 
many organizations are passing reso- 
lution pledging all members to use 
only Chinese made products. The en- 
tire staff of the ministry of railways 
at Nanking, for instance, has sworn 
a solemn oath to wear nothing not 
made of native materials, 

Chinese women are objects of par- 
ticular attack in this campaign 
against foreign goods, The women 
of the treaty ports, and those who 
adopt a semi-foreign mode of life 
and dress, are being particularly de- 
nounced as unpatriotic.
